SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


FELLOW CITIZENS :-— 


Your Committee take pleasure in reporting that quiet 
has prevailed in the Public Schools in town the past year. 
A. fair degree of success has attended the efforts put forth 
in their behalf. 

The real importance of our common schools demand 
for them, the solicitous care. and attention of every citi- 
zen. Universal intelligence is the greatest safeguard of 
our liberties. Education makes men more industrious 
and trustworthy, and, therefore, better citizens. The effi- 
ciency of the common schools is seriously impared by the 
unseasonable and irregular attendance of scholars. This 
evil can be readily removed. 

Parents should insist that their children be present at 
the opening of the school, and attend regularly. They 
should make frequent visits to the school-room and encour- 
age their children in their efforts to gain an education. 

It is gratifying to know that in many of the districts 
this subject is receiving more attention, jand the citizens 
are oftener seen in the school-room, thereby encouraging 
both teacher and scholars. 

District No.1. Summer Term of ten weeks taught by | 
Mrs. Gusta A. Cautey. This was a good school. Mrs. C. 
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having taught seven months in this District before, was 
well acquainted with the wants of the school; and the 
pupils under her instruction made good improvement. 
Whole number. of scholars, 40; average attendance, 33. 
Wages, $18 per month, including board. 

Winter Term of twelve weeks, taught by Mr. Davip B. 
~Brown. Mr. B. is a teacher of experience and good 
qualities; and labored for the benefit of the whole school ; 
and the pupils made commendable improvement. One 
class of beginners in Grammar did finely. Whole num- 
ber of scholars, 52; average attendance, 46. Wages of 
teacher per month, including board, $32. 

District No. 2. One school of nine weeks, taught by 
Miss Dorcas D. Cantey. This was avery quiet and orderly 
school, and the progress made by the pupils was good. A 
little more energy on the part of the Teacher would have 
been an improvement. Whole number of scholars, 12; 
. average attendance, 10. Wages of teacher per month, in- 
— cluding board, $17. 

District No. 8. One term of eleven weeks, taught by 
Miss Satutz F. Triton, a thorough and practical teacher, 
making herself at home in the school room, feeling in- 
terested and trying to excite an interest in her pupils, 
which resulted in a marked improvement in the appear- 
ance of the school. Whole number of scholars, 16; 
average attendance, 18. Wages, $18 per month, includ- 
ing board. 

District No. 4. Seine Term of four weeks, taught by 
Mrs. Mary M. Newton. This was a quiet and orderly 
school, but too short for the scholars to make much 
progress in their studies. Whole number of scholars, 16 ; 
average attendance, 18. Wages per month, including 
board, $18. (Register not properly filled out.) 

Fall Term of seven and a half weeks, taught by Miss 
Morera Fowrer. Miss F. is an experienced and success- 
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ful teacher, and tried hard to interest her scholars and ad- 
vance them in their studies. The school was quiet and 
pleasant, and good improvement was made, but not quite 
enough attention given to first principles. - Whole num- 
ber of scholars, 22; average attendance, 19. Wages per 
month, $18, including board. (Register not properly 
filled out.) 

District No. 5. First Term of eight weeks taught by 
Miss Morera Fowier. This was a very pleasant school, 
under good discipline and instruction, and the pupils made 
satisfactory improvement. Whole number of scholars, 16; 
average attendance, 14. Wages, per month, $14. 

Second Term taught by Miss Netire M. Emery; length, 

‘seven weeks; whole number of scholars, 11; average, 9. 
Wages $16 per month, including board. This was a very 
good school, and the improvement made better than any 
previous term since I have been acquainted with the 
school. 

District No. 6. One school of twelve weeks, taught by 
Miss Franc A. Ptumer. She taught with skill and ac- 
curacy, and good progress was made inall branches. The 
various exercises, at the closing examination, were quite 
satisfactory, and alike creditable to both scholars and 
teacher. Whole number of scholars, 20; average at- 
tendance, 16. Wages per month, including board, $22. 

District No. 7. One Term of eight and a half weeks, 
taught by Miss Crtest1a J. Knox. This school appeared 
well, and made good improvement. Number of scholars, 
14; average attendance, 12. Wages per month, includ- 
ing board, $14.32. 

District No. 8. First Term of six weeks taught by Miss 
Mary E. Catiry. She is a teacher of but little experi- 
ence, but bids fair for a successful one. The discipline 
was good, and improvement satisfactory. Whole num- 
ber of scholars, 14; average attendance, 18. . 
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Second Term of eight weeks taught by Miss Dorcas D. 
CattEy. In this school there was too little interest mani- 
fested on the part of some of the pupils for marked 1m- 
provement; yet as a whole the school did very well. Num-_ 
ber of scholars, 17; average attendance, 15. Wages per 
month, $10. 

District No. 9. One Term of eight weeks, Miss Saran 
L. Puumer, teacher. Your Committee was well pleased 
with the appearance of the school at his first. visit, and 
at its close, the expectations of your Committee were 
realized in’ the commendable progress made. Whole 
number of scholars, 8; average attendance, 5. Wages 
per month, including board, $17.60. 

District No.10. One Term of eight weeks, Miss Enecta #; ( 
Oxay, teacher. This was Miss O’s second term in the Dis--) | 
trict. The school appeared well at the commencement; | _ 
the Committee, not being informed of the close, did not 
visit it the second time. The teacher remarks, “ The im- 
provement of the scholars was excellent.” Whole num- 
ber of scholars, 6; average attendance, 5. Wages, in- 
cluding board, $16 per month.
